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TREASURY TO AVOID 
LOCAL TAX FIELDS 
IF REVENUE NEEDED 


Method Sought To Increase 
Cash Inflow by Present 
Channels. 


WASHINGTON, April 21.—() 
Informed officials predicted today 
that if the administration asks 
congress for new taxes next ses- 
sion the treasury will seek to 
avoid invasion of state and local 
revenue fields. 

Treasury experts are conduct- 
ing a broad canvass of the entire 
tax structure in line with policies 
laid down in President Roose- 
velt’s budget message yesterday. 

Cash Inflow Sought. 

The experts were reported con- 
centrating on methods of increas- 
ing the cash inflow through ex- 
isting channels prior to any ef- 
fort to develop new revenue 
sources. 

For example, the Internal Rev- 
enue Bureau announced today 
that taxpayers must pay social se- 


curity levies regardless of pend- 
ing litigation, or suffer penalties 
if the supreme court validates the 
security act. 

Mr. Roosevelt, revising earlier 
budget estimates, 
yesterday that the treasury would 
report in November on possible 
methods of stepping up collections 
under existing taxes and would 
suggest “new or additional taxes” 
if these were necessary to meet 
revenue deficiencies. 

No New Levies Seen. 

Some congressional leaders are 
known to be antipathetic to new 
levies and Senator Robinson, the 
Democratic leader, said this week 
the deficit for the 1938 fiscal year 
probably could be whittled to a 
“narrow margin” without impos- 
ing additional imposts. 

The officials who said _ the 
treasury would make every ef- 
fort to avoid duplicating state and 
local tax levies pointed out that 
the department now is investigat- 


ing to determine how existing du-f 


plications may be eliminated. 

With state and local tax 
schemes ruled out, any general 
sales tax would not be consid- 
ered.

Chiang’s Diary Bares Startling Details of Abduction 


¢ 


This is the fifth instalment of 
two remarkable documents—Gen- 
eralissimo Chiang Kai-shek’s 
far yp? of My Captivity in Sian” 
and Mme. Chiang’s own story of 
how she helped rescue her hus- 
band and save China from a civil 
war. The first four of the nine 
instalments __ presented Mme. 
Chiang’s story, and the general- 
issimo now begins his account of 
his kidnaping, written as a diary 
while under threat of death, after 
an introductory analysis of the 
Sian mutiny.

SHANGHAI, April 21.—The 
Sian rebellion broke out all of a 
sudden. The central government 
was much shocked and our very 
national existence was threatened. 
It may be recalled that before my 
second visit to Shensi I perceived 
that perverse ideas had already 
entered the mind of the northeast- 
ern troops and that their conduct 
was rather wayward. Reports of 
‘a startling nature, such as that the 
troops were in collusion with the 
bandits and that they had retreated 
from the front without orders, re- 
peatedly came to me. Some even 
went so far as to say that the 
troops were secretly plotting a re- 
bellion. 

My opinion was that the founda- 
tion for national unity had already 
been laid; that the northeastern 
troops, under conditions created by 
our national crisis, might have giv- 
en occasion for the expression of 
unorthodox views, but that, if they 
were given sound and earnest ad- 
vice, they would realize the im- 
portance of our national interests 
and all as one man would submit 
to authority. 

Commanders Interviewed. 

We are all descendants of Hwang 
Ti (considered the ancestor of all 
Chinese). Only those who fail to 
‘understand our national policy 
would start subversive movements. 
Being their chief commander, I 
was responsible for their training 
and their discipline. My devotion 
to the party and the country made 
me disregard my own personal 
safety. 

For these reasons I proceeded to 
Tungkwan from Loyang on De- 
cember 4. There I sent for the 
commanders of the bandit sup- 
pression troops in Shensi and Kan- 
su and received them one by -ene. 


. |I inquired about the conditions at 


‘the front and gave them my orders. 

I told them the bandit suppres- 
sion campaign had been prosecuted 
to such a stage that it would re- 
guire only the efforts of “the last 
'five minutes” to achieve the final 
success. I urged them to perform 
their duty with courage and deter- 
mination. We also discussed ques- 


tions of strategy, and I explained 
‘to them my views. 

| Judging them with an unpreju- 
| diced mind, I found that the com- 
|mander of the northeastern troops 
‘(the army of Chang Tseuh-liang,

formerly stationed in the northeast 
(Manchuria) and transferred to 
north China after the Japanese oc- 
cupation of Manchuria) were \loyal 
to the country and fully under- 
stood the principle of rightéous- 
ness. I hag not the slightest sus- 
picion of their treachery. Unex- 
pectedly a mutiny broke out, al- 
most under the tip of my nose, and 
threatened my personal safety. As 
I had full confidence in them, I 
neglected to take precautions. For 
this I should blame myself and not 
others. 
8 Years’ Work Ruined. 

The Sian rebellion has proved a 
great hindrance to the progress of 
the work of our national revolu- 
tion. The results which had been 
achieved during the last eight 
years, and which would have been 
crowned with final success in a 
couple of weeks, or at most a 
month, were almost completely 
ruined. Inestimable damage has 
been done to national defense, to 
communications, and to the eco- 
nomic reconstruction work in the 
northwest. 

Thus, several years’ efforts of 
the government and the people, al- 
ready taking shape, were retarded. 
It is impossible to restore in a 
short space of time local peace 
and order and reinstate a sense 
of security on the money market. 
Generally speaking, our national 
progress has reverted to a condi- 
tion that prevailed three years 
ago. It is indeed deplorabl.e If the 
Rebels have any conscience, some 
day they will realize that their 
unwarranted action should not be 
forgiven. ‘a 

After my return to Nanking, 
Chinese and foreigners frequently | 
approached me for particulars of. 
my personal experience in the 
Sian rebellion. As I am a respon- 


sible member of the party and 
the government, I should not have | 
allowed myself to be trapped in a} 
city full of Rebels. I am ashamed | 
of my shortcomings and have no, 
wish to appear to justify myself. | 
Even if I give a plain statement of | 
facts, still I am afraid that some- | 
thing may slip my memory. More- | 
over, people may suspect that I. 
have exaggerated my own merits’ 
and the wickedness of others. 
Responsibility Accepted. 

Although the Rebels did not 
treat me as their chief, I cannot 
deny that they are my subordi- 
nates, and, therefore, I accept full 
responsibility for the outrages 
committed by them. In telling the 
story, I place the blame squarely 
on my own shoulders. Since my 
friends and comrades are eager 
for detailed information concern- 
ing this incident, I hereby, instead 
of frequently repeating the story, 
extract from my diary the main 
facts concerning my personal ex- 
perience and the thoughts. that 
were in my mind during those 
troublous days. This, I fear, may 
reveal my lack of ability as a 
statesman and as a military com- 
mander. 

December 11—This morning, 
while I was walking in the com-| 
pound, I noticed two men on the 
Lishan mountain, standing looking

at me for about 10 minutes. The 
incident struck me as singular. As 
I returned to my quarters, I no- 
ticed many military trucks pro- 
ceeding east on the Sian-Lintung 
highway. As it was my office hour,. 
1 entered my office and paid no 
attention to the matter. 

Li Tien-tsai (head of intelli- 
gence work under Chang Hsueh- 
liang) suddenly called and re- 
quested an interview. As he had 
made. no appointment, I was rath- 
er surprised at his unexpected call. 
During the interview Li expressed 
his doubt as to the wisdom of the 
bandit suppression policy. His 
views were the same as those of 
Chang, expressed to me the day 
before. Finding that his mind had 
been very much poisoned, I repri- 
manded him severely. 

That night I invited, among oth- 
ers, Chang MHsueh-liang, Yang 
Hu-chen and Yu Hsueh-chung to 
my headquarters to dine with me 


we fumbled about for a hold as 
we climbed. 

After about half an hour we 
reached the mountain top and sat 
down on a piece of level ground 
for a short rest. I sent a body- 
guard to a cliff before us to recon- 
noiter. Presently gun firing was 
heard on all sides. Bullets whiz- 
zed by quite close to me. Some 
of the bodyguards were hit and 
fell dead. I then realized that I 
was surrounded, that the mutiny 
was not local and that the whole 
of the northeastern troops took 
part in it. So I decided not to 
take shelter but to go back to my 
headquarters and see what could 

done. 
Walks Down Mountain. 

I walked down the mountain as 
quickly as I could. Half-way down 
the mountain, I fell into a cave 
which was overgrown with thorny 
shrubs and in which there was. 
barely enough space to admit me. 
I felt exhausted. Twice I strug-

Han-chen Uneasy. 


gled to my. feet, but fell down 
again. I was compelled to remain

As the day gradually dawned, I # 


‘could see from the cave that the 
Lishan mountain was surrounded 
| by a large number of troops. Then 
I heard the detonation of machine- 
guns and hand grenades near my 
headquarters. I knew that my 
faithful bodyguards at the head- 
quarters continued their resistance 
and that the Rebels were using ar- 
tilery to attack them. It was 


I was rather surprised at Han- 
chen’s uneasy manner and the ap- 
parent distraction of his mind, and 
thought that he might have been 
displeased at my reprimand on the 


previous day or that he had heard | 


that Li Tien-tsai had been rebuked 
by me. 

December 12—At 5:30 a. 
when I was dressing after my ex- 
ercise, I heard gun-firing just in 


front of the gate of my headquar- | 


ters. I sent one of my bodyguards 
to see what was the matter, but 
as he did not come back to report. 
I sent two others out and then 
heard gun firing again, which con- 
tinued incessantly. 
felt that the northeastern “troops 
had revolted. 

On this visit to Shensi I had 
only my personal bodyguards and 
20 uniformed soldiers. The sol- 
diers who had been put on guard 
duty outside my headquarters 
were Chang’s bodyguards. Pres- 
ently Lieutenant Mao sent a mes- 
senger to report that a mutiny had 
broken out and that they had al- 
ready reached the second gate, but 
that, from telephone communica- 
tion with the barracks behind the 
mountain, he learned there was 
nothing untoward in evidence. 

I asked where Lieutenant Mao 
was and was told he was at the 
front compound near the bridge, 
directing the bodyguards. The 
messenger said that Mao begged 
me to proceed first to the moun- 
tain at the back of my quarters. 
I asked what the mutinous troops 
looked like, and was told they had 
on fur caps and belonged to the 
northeastern troops. 

Accompanied by Tso Pei-chi, 
one of my own guard officers, and 
Chiang Hsiao-chung, an aide-de- 
camp, I started for the mountain 
at the back of the house. After 
crossing the Fei Hung bridge, we 
found the eastern side door secure- 
ly locked. We then scaled the 
wall, which was only about 10 feet 
high. 

But just outside the wall, there 
Was a deep moat, the bottom of 
which was about 30 feet below the 
top of the wall. As it was still 
dark, I missed my footing and 
fell into the moat. I felt a bad 
pain and was unable to rise. 

Small Temple Reached. 


About three minutes later, I 
managed to stand up and walked 
with difficulty. After having 
walked several tens of paces, we 
reached a small temple, where 
some of my bodyguards 
duty. They helped me to climb 
the mountain. 


At that time I was under the 
impression that the mutiny was lo- 
cal, that only a section of the 
troops at Lintung had mutinied, 
possibly at the instigation of the 
Communist bandits, and that it 
was not a preconceived plot plan- 
ned by Han-chen. 
that, if the whole of the north-| 
eastern army was in revolt, my | 
headquarters would have been | 
completely surrounded. The ab- 
sence of mutinous troops outside | 
the wall further convinced me that | 
the mutiny was local. | 


I believed that, if we could cross | 
the hill and wait for daybreak, the | 
trouble would be over. On the) 
eastern side of this hill there was 
no path, but we considered it was 
not safe to go west, as we might 
meet the mutinous troops on that 
side. So we proceeded east. There 
were precipitous cliffs on which

|The Rebels sought for me. Twice 
| they passed the cave in which I

me. 
| About 20 or 30 feet from my 
refuge I heard someone hotly 
arguing with the Rebels. It was 
'Chiang Hsiao-chung, an aide de 
‘camp. The Rebels made a more 
‘thorough search. I heard one of 
the mutinous soldiers above the 
cave saying, “Here is a man in 
‘civilian dress; probably he is the 
_generalissimo.” Another soldier 
| said, “Let us first fire a shot.” Still 
another said, “Don’t do that.” 
I then raised my voice and said, 
“TIT am the generalissimo. Don’t be 
'disrespectful. If you regard me as 
‘your prisoner, kill me, but don’t 
/subject me to indignities.” The 
'mutineers said, “We don’t dare.” 
| They fired three shots into the air 
/ and shouted, “the generalissimo is 
' here!” 

Decides to Go to Sian. 

Sun Ming-Chiu, a battalion 
commander, then approached me. 
|'He knelt before we with tears 
‘in his eyes and requested me to 
go down the mountain. Then I 
knew that the soldiers attacking 
the headquarters belonged to the 
second battalion of Chang’s body- 
guards. Sun accompanied me 
down the mountain. When we 
reached my headquarters, I in- 
tended to go in for a rest. I saw 
through the doorway that things 
were in great disorder and the 
ground was strewn with dead 
| bodies. 
| Sun asked me to go by motor 
car to Sian. He said my room 
was already in a state of confu- 
'sion and that he had received or- 
‘ders from his superiors to invite 
me to’Sian. I ordered Sun to find 
ithe deputy commander (Chang 
Hseuh-liang), who he said was in 
Sian waiting for me. He added: 
“We don’t dare to mutiny against 
our superior officers; we wish to 
make a personal representation to 
your excellency concerning na- 
tional affairs. I hope your excel- 
lency will kindly grant our re- 
quest.” 

To this I shouted in anger, 
“Hold your tongue, you Rebels! If 
you want to kill me, kill me right 
now!” 

Sun and the commander of the 
second brigade of the 105th divi- 
sion saluted once again and re- 
quested me to board the car for 
the city. As I wanted to see Chang 
Hsueh-liang and find out from 
him what all this meant, I entered 
‘the car.

DALLAS, Texas.—The German 
government, upon the admission 
of Yvon Delkhgs, French foreign 
minister, is strictly observing the 
provisions of \the international 
non-intervention agreement in 
Spain. There are at present no 
more than 8,000 German soldiers 
in Spain, mainly at the bases and 
serving as instructors and pilots 
of the Rebel forces. 

Word now comes from London 
that Italy and Russia have agreed 
to begin discussions for the with- 
drawal of their volunteers from 
the two fronts. At the same time 
comes news that the great powers 
are now convinced that General 
Franco cannot win without for- 
eign support.

(P)—Citizens of Clay county are 
winding up a year’s’ vacation 
from paying taxes with “healthy” 
finances, a favorable cash bal- 
ance, some new farm equipment 
and the prospect of the lowest 
tax rate in the state during the 
coming year. 

The year’s holiday from county 
taxes, voted by the county com- 
missioners, was of “direct bene- 
ft to practically every citizen of 
the county,” F. A. Graham, com- 
mission chairman, reported today. 

“The county,” he said, “does not 
owe any money, either for cur- 
rent or bonded debt, and has a 
little cash balance in the treas- 
ury.” 

He estimated the tax holiday 
saved Clay county residents about 
$11,000. 

In addition to relieving citizens 
of local taxes, the county paid 
the state assessment out of coun- 
ty funds. Only levies collected 
were a $1 poll.tax from men un- 
der 60 and school taxes in the 
school districts. 

With proceeds from the 
highway certificates, the 
bought a $5,000 tractor and a 
$4,500 terracing machine which 
were rented to local farmers at 
sub-standard rates.

WASHINGTON, April 21—(?) 
The Daughters of the American 
Revolution opposed the Roosevelt 
court bill today and urged that the 
dispute be settled by the decision 
of the people. 

The organization acted while the 
senate judiciary committee ap- 
proached the conclusion of its 
hearings on the measure by taking 
the testimony of four witnesses. All 
opposed giving the President the 
authority he has requested to in- 
crease the membership of the su- 
preme court unless judges past 70 
retire. 

Edward T. Lee, dean of the John 
Marshall Law School, Chicago, 
said the bill was unprecedented, 
and endangered “all provisions for 
securing the rights of the people 
under the constitution.”

The popular notion that syphilis 
is “blood poison” probably grew 
out of the exploitation of that term 
by quacks and nostrum mongers 
of bygone times. Syphisis is no 
more blood poison than is tuber- 
culosis or typhoid fever. Syphilis 
is a contagious constitutional dis- 
ease running a course of years and 
at one time or another likely to

SUREST. 
Most people favor some special 
plan of their own for dealing with 
avoirdupois. Some of you sim- 
ply leave out of the menu certain 
foods with a fattening reputation, 
others “diet” by going hungry, and 
still others restrict themselves to 
less than average servings. 
To,each of these methods, the 
objections are as definite- as the 
results are indefinite. By the first 
plan you are quite likely to miss 
some food element essential to 
health and beauty. The second 
plan of “dieting” inevitably ends 
in overeating and the regaining of 
lost weight. And by cutting down 
on all foods, you fail to discrimi- 
nate between the protective foods 
and the. non-essentials. 
The results of any one of these 
home-made plans are not to be 
compared with the improvement 
to health and figure on the scien- 
tific plan. Once you. give - the 
scientific diet a trial, you will 
find it easier than any other. Here 
is the whole idea in a nut-shell, 
so check up on yourself! 
Weight and calories are your 
first concern. You want to know 
how many calories will maintain 
your weight at normal. Multiply 
normal weight for you by 16 or 
17 (activity integers), and the re- 
sult is your maintenance calo- 
ries. Your excess of fat is inactive 
tissue and burns few calories, so 
your normal weight is to be used 
in these calculations. Now,. take 
two-thirds your maintenance calo- 
ries for your individual reducing 
diet. This reducing allowance will 
range from 1,000 to 1,600 calories 
per day, according to your weight 
and activity. 
As to calories and diet— , 
A good working plan is to al- 
low as many grams of protein as 
there are kilograms in your per- 
fect weight. (To save you looking 
it up—one kilogram equals 2.2 
pounds avoirdupois.) Then in- 
clude one-half as many grams of 
fat as protein, and have the re- 
mainder of your calories in carbo- 
hydrates, until you are using the 
full reducing allowance, or two- 
thirds your maintenance diet. 
Working this out on the basis of 
1,200 calories—the average reduc- 
ing diet—you would have _ 60 
grams of protein, or 240 calories; 
30 grams of fat, or 270 calories; 
170 grams or 700 calories; of car- 
bohydrates—sugars and _ starches. 
Protein is higher than the other 
elements because it supplies ma- 
terial for building and repair, and 
it is needed in adequate amounts, 
whether or not you are reducing. 
The diet should at all times include 
protein in amounts not less than 
one-tenth your normal number of 
calories. This does not mean 
your reducing calories. 
Since food fat is the element 
most easily converted into body 
fat, and since each gram of fat 
yields two and one-fourth as many 
‘calories as either protein or carbo- 
hydrate, fat is cut as low as pos- 
sible in the reducer’s menu. 
Some carbohydrate must be in-

cluded in the reducer’s diet to pre- 
vent acidosis, which results from 
incomplete oxidation of the fat. 

All you have to do to individ- 
ualize the reducing diet planned 
for you daily, and to make it ab- 
solutely safe for your use, is to 
make sure the total calories for 
the day cover two-thirds your 
maintenance requirements. Be- 
cause the method is exact, the re- 
sults are certain.

He had vol- 
untary support in some of the 
Democratic countries—in England, 
for instance—and definite and of- 
ficial support from nations which 
do not have to consult their peo- 
ple. Either he, personally, or his 
supporters had certainly consulted 
the highest instances in Germany 
and been assured of _ support, 
months before the coup broke. 
This column has definite and re- 
liable sources for believing this 
to be true. And if it was, one may 
certainly infer that Italy was also 
a party to the plot.

One can speculate now whether 
errors which Franco made in the 
first week of the campaign were 
not responsible for his failure to

NEW YORK, April 21.—(UP) 
The stock market adyanced again 
today and optimism grew that a 
good base had been byilt for a 
steady upward movement. 

Railroad issues started the move.

Buying in the afternoon de- 
veloped in aircraft shares. Near 
the close, motors were pushed up 
vigorously and_ steels joined.

9—Excellent March earnings re- 
ports by the railroads and indi- 
cations that carloadings last week 
showed decided improvement. 

3—Expectations that some low- 
er prices—such as copper at 14 
cents a pound—will bring increas- 
ed industrial activity, particularly 
in the building industry which 
has been hindered by high prices. 

4-Persistence of the inflation 
psychology in view of the still un- 
balanced federal budget and plans 
for further government spending. 

Possibility of incr-ased building 
interested traders. Utility compa- 
nies halted th “* plans for expan- 
sion in recent months. But in the 
last few days various utility heads 
have been optimistic on the out- 
look. ‘This. may mean resumption 
of the financing projects and some 
of the expansions which appear 
necessary in view of present heavy 
business. The American Telephone 
&. Telegraph Company this year 
will spend $320,000,000 in con- 
struction work. Some of its com- 
panies will start new buildings. In 
recent years the building has been 
mostly remodeling. 

The building plans of “Tele- 
phone” were revealed at the an- 
nual meeting at which President 
Walter S. Gifford said that the rate 
trend of telephones—down about 
$43,000,000 annually recently— 
could not continue contrary to the 
rising trends in other fields less 
the latter are sufficiently gradual 
to permit new inventions to absorb 
costs. He also pointed out that 
telephones in use likely would 
‘reach a new high shortly, most of 
the depression loss having been 
recovered.
